We originally had planned 
to organise a Dinner, however, a Lunch 
will make it much easier for our Members 
to get to the RDC Clubhouse.

PROPOSED NEERLANDIA 
SPONSORSHIPS TO SUB GROUPS. 

As most Members know, the sale of 230 
Cambridge Street settled late January T7. 
The proceeds of the sale have been 
invested and those funds are providing a 


trading surplus after expenses of about 
$2,000.00 nett per month. 

The Management Committee decided that 
our Members should share in these 
proceeds. As we are restricted by our 
Constitution as to the methods of 
expenditure, the decision was made to 
provide Sponsorship Funds for our various 
Sub-Groups. 

Eight Groups have responded and applied 
for Sponsorship so far, requesting support 
to purchase equipment for their needs, 
others have asked for Bus trips, Lunches 
and Dinners for various Group sizes. 

The requests for Sponsorship Funds are 
submitted in writing by the Sub-Groups to 
the Committee, these proposals are then 
discussed on their merit and when 
approved, Funds are normally made 
available up to two months ahead of the 
requirement or venture date. 

This allows the Committee to manage its 
cashflow. 

A good example of our support was the 
recent Brunch and the new Annual Club 
Dinner proposed for June this year. 

We look forward to Member support and 
welcome other ideas, we cannot consider 
Cash give-aways or reductions in Member 
Fees, as that is not permitted under the 
Association Incorporation Rules, our 
Constitution or By-laws.

Dutch Community Radio has been on air for over 30 years on 95.3 
FM in Perth, Western Australia. We broadcast our program in the 
Dutch language every Sunday from 2pm to 3:30pm via 6EBA World 
Radio. With more than 300,000 people in Australia having a Dutch 
ancestry and over 10,000 Dutch bom people in West Australia, our 
mission is to ensure that the connection with Dutch music for all 
these Dutchies in Australia, young and old, is maintained. 

To make our shows more professional, interesting and entertaining, 
we are networking with our Dutch Community Radio counterparts in 
Australia and even with smaller Radio Stations in the Netherlands 
such as Radio Rijnmond and Omroep West. 

Each broadcast is designed around a theme and for many of our non-Dutch speaking partners our 90 
minutes on air have become a Dutch lesson. Some of the themes we have had were: “Kippevel 
momentjes”, “Eeuwigheidswaarde”, “Piratenzenders”, “de Nederlandse les” and “Alleen Gouwe Ouwe”. 
Our Peter is putting in a “three-in-one” section on an artist or band and this appears to be very popular, and 
Karin is picking a letter of the alphabet and designs a show around this letter. On 9 April this was the letter 
“A” and we went to Amersfoort while all songs were of musicians whose name started with an “A”. 

During the past year a lot has changed at the Dutch Community Radio Perth. We have a larger, mainly 
younger audience, but we still cater for our whole target group, young and old. The programs are produced 
by a team of three, being Peter, Manuel and Karin. Each has their own style and music choice, but of 
course we still play your requests. So please keep the “Verzoekjes’ coming. Some years ago we wrote: 
“Making people happy is what we set out to do and therefore we need to know what music you would like 
to hear during the Dutch program”. To enable us to play “your” favourite music, your feedback and 
requests are very important. Without your input we can’t make a program that will bring a smile to your 
face. 

Exiting news is that we now have a brand new website www.dutchradio.com.au, which is still in need of 
some more development. But it is simple to use, so that we can bring any news to you with ease. We have 
spoken to many Dutchies who said they struggle to listen on a Sunday afternoon, due to family, social 
commitments or hobbies. Therefore we introduced the option to listen to our Podcasts. There is a link to 
Sound Cloud on our Dutch Community Radio Facebook page and soon there will be a link on our website 
too. It gets even better as 6EBA is looking into investing in equipment to make on-demand broadcasting 
available from June or July this year.

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The former Island of Marken 





Marken is a village with a population of 
1,810 and is part of the larger Municipality of 
Waterland. It is in the province of North 
Holland, the Netherlands. 

Marken was a separate Municipality until 
1991, when it was merged into Waterland. 
Flag and Coat of Arms of Waterland. Nowadays it is 

possible to travel overland to Marken, but prior to 1957, Marken 
was an isolated Island, situated first in the former Zuiderzee and 
later in the Ijsselmeer Lake. This former Island is connected to 
the Mainland by a dyke, making it a Peninsula reaching out into 
the Gouwzee and Markermeer Lakes. 


History: 

The Island of Marken was separated from the mainland 
after a storm surge before the 13th century. 

In the thirteenth century the Island of Marken was first 
populated by monks from Friesland, who supported 
themselves by tending cattle and farming.

Living with the threat of floods: 

However, the low-lying Island of Marken, regularly fell 
victim to the sea water of the Zuiderzee. For that reason 
the villagers decided to build their houses on high man¬ 
made mounds of earth, called "Terpen", which afforded 
safety at high water. 

The ’’Terpen” on Marken are also given the name 
"Werven". At the moment, there are still twelve old 
’’Terpen” on Marken , eleven of which are occupied, the 




twelfth is used as a graveyard. 

In the 17th and 18th centuries, the growth of the population went 

hand in hand with the 
emergence of a new 
source of income, 
namely fishing. 

New houses which were 
needed at that time were 
no longer built on 
’’Terpen”, but on 
wooden pillars. This 
type of building can still 
be seen in Marken 

today. At least, if you really look for them ... some houses, which 
were built on pillars, now have an extra built under the existing 
house. This came about as a result of the construction of the 
"Afsluitdijk" in 1932. 

This dyke had an immense impact on Island life. The sea was indeed tamed and the danger 
of flooding was encapsulated, but it also meant the beginning of the end for the flourishing 
fisheries industry of Marken.

Tourism: 

The year 1957 was also another noteworthy year 
for Marken. The dyke which was constructed in 
that year connected the formerly isolated Island to 
the rest of the Netherlands. In spite of the 
connection to the rest of the world, Marken has 
retained its authentic character. Strolling around 
Marken, you can almost imagine that you have 
gone back a whole century in time. You can see 
residents in traditional costume, wooden houses 
built on pillars, ’’Terpen” and narrow Alleys 
beside which clothes are hanging out to dry in the 
gardens. The Lighthouse at the far-eastern comer 
of the Island, named "the Horse of Marken", still bears witness 
to the history of the Island's fishermen. 

Marken does not only breathe history, it is living Dutch history. 
In 1983, the Marker Museum about the history of the Island 
was opened.
